N A MOTOR trip last summer we wanted 
to transfer from one through highway 
to another. A filling station attendant 


told us of a cross road that he said would cut off 
a good many miles. 


It was an old road, and the farm houses we 
passed were few and far between. The road 
wound through forests a good deal, and after a 
while there was no more paving and it was just 
a dirt road, bumpy and muddy in spots. We began 
to grow tired of it and regretful and anxious. 

Then suddenly we came around a bend out of 
the woods and there right before us was a new 
superhighway, stretching out like a ribbon as far 
as the eye could see. Our hearts lifted, smiles 
spread over our faces, as with just a twist of the 
wheel we rolled from the old to the new. 


I remember attending a watch service one New 
Year's Eve. As midnight drew near the gathering 
sat silent listening to the measured ticking of 
the clock. All was still. Suddenly the clock whirred 
and the gong struck.

The new is only an instant from the old, just 
a thought away. What a glorious truth this is. All 
can be changed. All can be new. 

The new highway is just around the bend. 
There is just one little instant between December 
and January, just a tick of the clock between the 
old year and the new. In a flash that which has 
been is gone forever, and a splendid new oppor- 
tunity is at hand. 

When we say “Happy New Year!” we are echo- 
ing God's voice. We are speaking with our lips 
what He is saying to our spirit. “Happy New 
Year!” is more than a wish. It is a benediction, a 
blessing. It is another way of saying ‘God bless 
you. 

This yearning we all feel for happiness for 
ourselves and for others is really a yearning for 
God, for good. We say, “Happy New Year!” be- 
cause instinctively we know that happiness is in 
the new year.

To Our Readers 


E WISH THAT it were possible for us 
\ \ / to write to each of you individually 
and tell you how much we love you, 


how much we appreciate your acceptance of DAILY 
Worp as the living Christ message. We feel as 
Paul did when he wrote to the Thessalonians: 
“And for this cause we also thank God without 
ceasing, that, when ye received from us the word 
of the message, even the word of God, ye accepted 
it not as the word of men, but, as it is in truth, 
the word of God, which also worketh in you that 
believe.” 

The many wonderful letters we receive from 
you are an inspiration to us. We welcome your 
questions and your suggestions as gladly as we do 
your praise. We are asked the same questions 
frequently, and we think the answers to some of 
these questions are of general enough interest to 
share with all of you, our DatrLy Worp readers. 

We are often asked about the Class Thoughts 
which appear every month on the inside front 
cover of DaiLy Worp. Some of our readers want 
to know why we have them and what their pur- 
pose is. 

The story behind the Class Thoughts is an inter- 
esting and inspiring one. More than sixty years ago 
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Myrtle Fillmore, cofounder of the Unity move- 
ment, was healed through faith of an ailment 
that the doctors considered incurable. After her 
healing she was called on to help her friends and 
neighbors through prayer. The work spread and 
grew rapidly and marvelously, for every person 
who was helped passed the news on to others, and 
before long letters started to pour in. 

Myrtle Fillmore answered all of these letters 
for a time, but when there were more than she 
could handle, she and her husband, Charles Fill- 
more, had the inspiration to send out just one 
thought to all those who wrote or called on them 
for prayers. This thought would be used for a 
month. It seemed to them that many persons, 
thinking about and meditating on one thought 
for a month, would build up a powerful force for 
good. The first class thought was written for the 
month beginning April 15, 1890. It was “God is 
all goodness and everywhere present. He is the 
loving Father, and I am His child and have all 
of His attributes of life, love, truth, and intelli- 
gence. In Him is all health, strength, wisdom, and 
harmony, and as His child all these become mine 
by a recognition of the Truth that God is all.” 
As the personal healing work of the Fillmores 
expanded, the department known as Silent Unity 
came into being and took over the work of 
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handling the prayer requests and praying with al} 
who needed spiritual help. Even though specific 
prayers to meet specific needs were now sent, 
Silent Unity continued the idea of using the class. 
thoughts. They were now formulated into three 
thoughts to cover illumination, healing, and pros- 
perity. During the war the prayer for Peace and 
the Prayer for World Leaders were added, and 
we are continuing to use these prayers for the 
blessing of the world. 

Some of you have asked us how the DAILy 
Worp thought can be used for others, since the 
affirmation and many times the lesson is for the 
self only. If you wish to bless someone else with 
the DatLy Worp thought all you need to do is 
to change “I” and “my” to “you” and “your.” For 
example, “The Spirit of Christ is the only life 
that lives and breathes in and through me” would 
be changed to ““The Spirit of Christ is the only 
life that lives and breathes in and through you.” 
As you read the lesson you can change the pro- 
nouns to “you” and make it into a blessing for 
your friend or dear one. 

Sometimes a reader will ask us why we change 
the Bible; he says that the text we give is different 
from the one found in his Bible. We never change 
the Bible. But as you know there are several ver- 
sions of the Bible and at Unity we usually use 
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the American Revised Version standard edition. 
This version differs in wording from the King 
James Version oftentimes. If you prefer the 
King James Version, of course that is what you 
should follow. Whenever the Bible text is taken 
from the King James Bible the letters A. V. 
Authorized Version follows it. 

The first announcement of Daity Worp was 
sent out in April, 1924. It read in part: ‘Unity 
Daily Word will devote a full page to each day, 
giving the word for meditation, instructions for its 
application, and a relevant passage from the Bi- 
ble.” This is the plan we still follow. 

True overcoming of negative thinking is made 
through replacing the wrong kind of thoughts 
with the right kind of thoughts. This is what 
the thought for the day is intended to do. One of 
the comments we receive most frequently is “The 
thought for today seems to have been written 
just for me!’ Or a reader may say, “How did you 
know what I needed!” 

There are readers who tell us how they adapt 
the thought for the day to meet their specific 
need. Many times it can be done by changing just 
one word. For instance, if the thought reads, “I 
accept the Christ in every part of my life” you 
can add a word to make it apply to your particular 
need: “I accept the Christ justice in every part of 
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my life,” “I accept the Christ happiness in every 
part of my life,”’ and so on. 

Of course you can always turn to the index 
in the front of the book and find a lesson that 
meets your particular need, which you can use in 
addition to the daily thought. 

Each worker at Unity School has a copy of 
DaiLy Worp in his desk, and every morning some 
seven hundred workers pause to pray before they 
begin their day's work, using the DaiLty Worp 
thought for the day as their guide. 

Dai_y Worp is Silent Unity’s word to you, 
written with you in mind. As day by day you in- 
corporate thoughts of life, love, health, peace, 
and plenty into your mind through using your 
DaiLty Worp you will build up a good, strong 
consciousness of Truth. You will find that there 
is no problem you cannot solve, no condition you 
cannot meet. 

We pray that DaiLty Worp may be a guiding 
light to you in the new year. We pray for the ful- 
fillment of the desires of your heart in the days 
that lie ahead. We ask your prayers and blessings 
that we may have the wisdom and inspiration to 
continue to bring you the lessons, the articles, the 
poems that will help and guide you from day to 
day.
